So Idq^ aa u large portioo of llie i^^orld^i populatj<^lt ftmioma wltliaut a rudimca- 
t*ry kuDwtedgo of rcRdiiig and irriting+ ibo prdlileiri of IUitero4!y will continue to te 
of unportance and concern. In ccrtaia connlries eduoatlon hoA Ion" fcioen compuJ- 
eory and aimo^t nniwnsaU and the nnmiict of penonA not ohLe to i^ad and write u 
confined to an irrvduuhLc miniontnit composed naninly of iKoae mentally incapable 
of euch learning. Yet m many areaA of tbe world the majority of ibe population sa 
corapiptely Uliterato, The Aiae of tbe problem varies greatly in differctiit parts 
of tbe World mid among difforenl sectiong of the popui'Btion*

i\foflt of the countries with very^ low iilJmacy ralee have discontinued lurking qu«* 
tJoiu on hterttcy in their ecoffiuee; on the other hjind+ many eountrieo where 
torncy is known to he relatively high have never yet taken a complete national 
censos. 

Table 1 pTesonts data on illiteracy in 109 countries and terrJtorieSii based on the 
most recent census or estimate sinco 1930^ The infoTmatiDn given in the table 
covers ohont 70 per cent of the world^s population- The foUowring countries^ for 
which data are lacking^ are bcliovcd lo have vary tow illiteracy rntesi Auitralia, 
Auitriat Denmark, Germany^ IcelaniL Japan* Netherionds, New Zealand« Norway, 
■Switzerland, United Kingdom ond certain small Kurapean itatee^ 

Definitious of htoracy vary" w'idelvi ranging from simply “‘‘can tead^^ to *‘can 
wrilo a short letter to a friend and read the answer'^. ReipiLremonta a* to l■nguBga 
uro tomelimrs introduced* No actual test of literacy has been found practical in 
ccneul enumerationsi and the word of the respondent or the judgineiit of ihe enu* 
mcraior must be aecrepted with oil the AiibjeeiJ\'o elements of error involved. As 
for OA piuLsible-t tbe definition cif literal:^ adopted and the popitlation to which the 
<lata apply have been stated in tbo toble^ The rate of iUiteraey hiis been calcu* 
latrd by dividing the number of illiterates by tbe total numhei: of literates and illi* 
terute^ in the relevant population group, excladingt wherever feasible, persons 
unspecified for literacy.

some pertad of free itnd corapuhuiy tfitication. Vet few ean claim lo i^lier genuiiie 
efpudjly of c^iucationol oppcirtunity fur ail ehildreu, whether from town or cauntryp 
ami regardless uf coluur and weulth. 

The oge limiU of campuiKiory edueation vary from country to countiy^ For 
practical porptaies it ts eonvenJent to adopt a lixed age range which may terve as a 
ftondard in eompariug the educalional task in difTerent countries. The lO^yenr 
age rojige n-M provides a useful yardstick for this purpose. Some idea of thu 
magnitqd'c of the taik of educatton may then be gained from the following estiuiates 
of |in|iuljitiuu In this age group (basnl on 1950 data):

Til nearly all countries some distinction Js made between primary and secondary 
education. These terms may have dilFercnt mednings in diJFerent coiintriee. 
(ieuerally, however, primary' education provides the cornmnn basis on which all 
further education is founded, while with iccondary' cflucation some degroo of spe¬ 
cialization Wgins and the educalinnal process divi^lcs into difFcrent strejuus. 

'J'he four tables that follow give statistics lUl eftrolincnt of pupils in pfimary 
srhiKiU, the numhEr of t^achcr^ m primary schools^ euroluieut urpuplU in sccoiidary 
schiKils, and total ScIuhiI entolitienl at tbfi primary and aacondary Icvals. It must 
l>c remejiibcrcd thot Uio ligure# refer to e/irolrueitf and not airsiudance. The difiTer- 
euce IS often eonsidErohle, hut retlahle figures for attendance are seldom avaliable. 
Tbo statistics in these tables moke no reference lo the ifuality of the education 
provided^ aod say littlo about its nature. .Neyertbele^s they are the basic facts 
and figures which provide the quantitative background necesiaiy for an appraisal 
of ibo world's schooling.

Tahte 4 preteots statistics of earoLment jn echoub of secondary' level for J73 
ciiuutries and terrilorice, Separate figure^^ nre given fur general and vofntjotiut 
education. Enrolment In teacher training luitltutions at the Mfcondaty^ le'^el La 
included with vocational education. In praetJee. secondary enrolment figures 
are often detenuinod by a protesa of exclusion—by ccnoting sIndents above pri- 
niurv level but below the level of higher education. The borderline^ ore parlicu- 
larly vague in the field of vacatianal education. Figures presented in thia table 
generally refer lo ruU-tlme students only. 

Table S «bows for 71 coontries and tern lories the total enmlinent at primary and 
secondary levels, together with the estimated populalien in the age range S44 
years ineluAjvrr The final column in the tahle ntinws the ratii> of the enrolineEit 
figure to the 5-14 years piT^puJalion figure, multiplied by 10O+ This *^eurolment 
ratio'' serv^es as a means of CDznjsazing the mi m h er nf children enrolled tn dilTereiit 
eonijtries at primary and sccondmy Icvelsi taken togethet. It docs not qf course 
represent the percentage of cliildrcD in the S*14 age who are enrolled. Smee 

secondary education generally continuen beyond the age of 14 it is possible for tbn 
ratiu to be greater than ICK>* On the other hund« since m some cuuntries prinuiri’ 
educarion dor-s not hlart until the age nf h or later ihr cnrulinent ratio for such 
countries may be relalively Utvf*

Thia practice, which fana been dci* 
crili^ as “cultural rroM-fortiliention", cttoipeneaied to «nne extent for the Inch of 
fndlitief for higher eduration in certain countries and territorira end thejr ujanfual 
development in others, beside! making an important rnntribatidn to inteniatiotui 
nad^ninndmg^ 

Table 6 gives the wported or ratimated tetnl fnllHinie enrotmeni both under- 
graduniD and gradiutr, with the percentage of femnJes. in J06 couatrira nud terri¬ 
tories. This covers ptnctically alJ mtuitrin! and terrilarie* where factUtiea for 
higher education exist. An attempt boa hern made to separate anivaraitios from 
all other institution! of higher oducatiou. tfor thia purpose a naiveraity baa been 
defined aa an institudon which grant! degrees, tlmier the heading “Other” are 
included higher technical and comincKial schools, “junior coUegea’*, post-swondary 
(earher-lraiotug, etc. It should be understood, however, that definitions and 
standards vary and the table dues not provide siatiatics that ar« strictly eompar- 

Tabic 7 shows the distribution by country of origin of foreign student! enrolled 
ill mstituilans of higher edticulion in 11 vo eauntrics for which detailed figures are 
available for l%ljS2. The United is rates, France, the United Kingduni and 
Switzerland are the four countries reporting the largest number of foreign itudeats.

Table D reports public expenditure on education in 161 countnei and temtoriee. 
The hgum are to J>e regarded as approximate onlv. It ii not poBiible to ^h.ow 
the exact coverage in every cosc^ thougli it may l>e a^umed^ unless otherwiBe noted^ 
that the expciiffilurp reported eoverf all the prinripnJ hranebes of forinal education 
finuncially contrnUed or aided by governmenl agencies at all levels* Where It is 
knoM'n that only ccnLral guvemmeiit expexiditums or other inromplete ffgures are 
repi^ricd, this is stated m a footnote. Expenditures from oon^goveminoxita] sources 
(e.g. mJsalonar}- bodies and other volunlHry ageneJes) are excluded. The time refer-^ 
ence is either to the calendar year or the RnadciEiJ year boginuiag in the year s$ 4 ited. 

An important source of vartation hetweea oountnes is in tbo fepaiting of capital 
expenditure. Whenever dehiute iofonaation is available it haii heen stated in the 
table i^rhether or not capita! expenditure u included in the ffgure reported. In 
a number of eases however this information is lacking^ nnd| iinco capital expenditure 
often forms a large propii^rtion of the lotah tins uncertainty emphnsixes the need ici 
regard the ffgure# as iadleatJve of magnitude only and not as preciHe data sititiible 
for direct comparisons. 

Expenditures have been given in national currelieics- A rikugh idea of the 
comparative value of the sum-i c|uoted may bo ohlotn^ from the Appendix Table B, 
page R3* which gives the ratea of exchange ‘witk the U*S* dollar for all the currende#

In certain countnes a newApoper 
iDoy have several pro^'ioetiil editions, soinrtijnefl appearing under dilTeTeat oAinea^ 
hul diJFcriiig in rootent only iu the sectien dealing with lotol ne w^ nradvertisementfi. 
Siirh cdllJoDA tnoy or may not be counlctl m seporoto newspapcri^ Again, in Eome 
coujitnen *^sy^dieHtf^d" inaleriaJ may appear in a nutuber of newspaper® which 
are otberwise whoJJy Independcut ipf oiie ant»tlier. Thna enniDcratinn of newspapers 
is often arbitraiy-, nnd for miMl purpuscs aggregate rirruJatiiPii h a more ^igniB- 
cant ilgiire than the JiamhcT of newspapers. 

In iiiterprotiiig the circulation Bgiirea it uiqsl not be forgotten tlinl newspapem 
vary widely from rtiuntry to country hath in the iiuinlier of poge^ they contnin and 
in the ptuportinn of their spaco drvotrfi in newi, cuiunteuU dctional materiaL 
ttdvitrtifijig, etc, 

t he nuitiWr and cireulntiira of newspapers and the size of ludividuaL ctipie® depend 
ou the availnhilJty of newsprint, Production of newiprJat ha* cupAtantly increa&cd 
in recent years» ojid mueh pTogrr*® has hten made in the feaivli for new raW' materials 
from which newsprint ran he produced. Yet actual needs utiJl far cjtceed iupEily. 

Canada produces mare than half the wiirld^s newsprint. In fact, Canada^ the 
United Slates, the Scandinavian itonntriea and the United Kingdom tugether account 
for over €fl per cent of total wurJd production^ which was esliiuated at 9^3 niUhoa 
metrie tons for iPal. Only in Japan is a aewspriEit auhititute in large-orale tuie. 

Table 13 givea the nuinbrr of daily newNpapers and their aggregate cireuJaticiu 
in 136 emtntriQa and terrilories. Many of the figures for cireulatioii are eAtiraatc^s 
(Rometiraefl very' TDugh)^ all hough m ionip caws they relate to net paid circulation^ 
The table ie followed by a list of S3 countries and cerTiCDrics in which m* daily new*^ 
papers are prodneed. Data relate to 1952 unless otherwise noted. 

Table 14 givoa data on newsprint consumption for 112 countries and territuriei, 
boJicd On □ewspiint iiuparta plus production minus exporte^ and taking into account 
changed in atocks w'hefe they are know'n. Rcjatlvoly lar^e opporent fluctuationH 
in annual consuciptiun In sume runaiJ countririK probably aiijfe becauFo storks are 
unt reported for such countries and the figurvn simply' represenl. annual impnrlA. 
Few Rtatistics are available fcir 1952 and the table Is limited to 1949, 1950 anil 19SL 
Newsprint* of oourae, coneenis tk# weekly as well ns the daily press, so that even 
apart froin the diBFerence of ilatm Tables 13 and 14 have a di^crent reference.

In 
a large number of cuuntriea I hr peniianent theatrcii ar^ supplemenled by imveb 
ling prujertion units. Though such unit.v eimhlr films to reach a wider and more 
varied nudienee^ the total yearly attendance at their performan-ces in any one 
country is seldom high tu nbsolute terms. 

Table 15 shows the production of long or feature lilms tn 15 major producing 
count li^Sr covering the period 1^16 to 1952, A iiuml>er af films are produced in 
co-operation between countries.
